Where’s Wynne on 
rising hydro rates? 


T he question is simple. It was 
asked by 200 protesters at 
Queen’s Park last Wednesday 
on behalf of millions of Ontarians 
who want to know the answer. 

What is Premier Kathleen Wynne 
going to do about skyrocketing 
electricity rates caused by Liberal 
incompetence on the hydro file? 

Right now, Ontarians are caught 
in the middle of a 42% jump in hydro 
rates from 2014 to 2018 that is driving 
up to 700,000 low-income households 
into energy poverty, where families 
spend at least 10% of their income 
simply powering their homes. 

Industrial hydro users face a 33% 
hike, partly responsible for the loss 
of 300,000 manufacturing jobs. 

In 2011, then auditor-general 
Jim McCarter reported electricity 
rates would rise by an average 
7.9% annually from 2011 to 2015, 
with 56% of the increase due to 
the Liberals’ multi-billion dollar 
investment in unreliable and 
expensive wind and solar power. 

Examples of Liberal waste driving 
up hydro rates are everywhere. 

They admit they blew up to $1.1 
billion cancelling two gas plants to 
retain a handful of seats in the 2011 
election. 

They bungled the introduction of 
smart meters, underestimating the 
$1.9-billion installation cost by $900 


million, while overestimating savings 
by at least $512 million, according to 
Auditor General Bonnie Lysyk. 

On Jan. 1, hydro rates will rise 
another $120 annually for the 
average family because the Liberals 
are ending their “Clean Energy 
Benefit” in effect another $1 billion 
annual tax grab. 

The Liberals claim selling 60% 
of Hydro One to the private sector 
should lower hydro rates, without 
explaining how. 

Meanwhile, Hydro One's billing 
system to its customers is in such 
chaos that it’s been condemned 
twice by Ontario Ombudsman 
Andre Marin. 

One place the Liberals could start 
saving money is by ending further 
spending on wasteful, unreliable 
wind and solar power when Ontario 
has an energy surplus. 

There's no environmental benefit 
either, because the Liberals didn’t 
replace coal-fired electricity with 
wind and solar power as they claim, 
but with non-emitting nuclear 
power and low-emitting natural gas. 

Enough is enough. The Liberals 
need to listen to those protesters 
who camped outside Queen's Park 
and abandon their failed policies 
that are driving up hydro rates and

Join the community World Refugee Day is celebrated on June 19 


H ave you ever felt 
the need to flee a 
situation that you 
are being pushed into 
something you do not 
agree with, someone has 
been harassing you, or 
you feel afraid and you 
just want out? 

These, and many other 
reasons, are how many 
people have felt as they 
cross the border into 
Canada. This is not new; 
it has been taking place 
for hundreds of years, 
especially in our own 

Fort Erie has been a 
crossing point for people 
seeking refuge since the 
late 1700’s and continues 
to be a Border of Hope for 
many today. Our town 
has a story to tell, a story 
unlike any other that 
impacts the lives of thou¬ 
sands across the globe. It 
is a story that is rich in 
success, intrigue, failure, 
and in forever changing 
the lives of those who 
have dared dream for 
something better, some¬ 
thing more. 

This dream for some¬ 
thing better and some¬ 
thing more began before 
the War of 1812. It began 
with the natives and the 
Europeans who were 
loyal to the British gov¬ 
ernment and came to 
Canada from the United 
States. In 1779, one of the 
first persons to come to 
Fort Erie as a ‘refugee’ 
was Robert Land. 


His name is known 
throughout the region 
and his story will be 
shared in a later article 
but his journey begins an 
ongoing phenomenon of 
people seeing Fort Erie as 
a place of safety and a 
chance for a new start. 

His crossing marked the 
beginning of the Quakers 
and plain-clothed paci¬ 
fists coming to Canada 
through Fort Erie and the 
Niagara area. 

These groups wanted to 
live simple, peaceful lives 
and believed that 
because they did not sup¬ 
port either side during 
the American Revolution, 
they could find such lives 
here in Fort Erie. Simi¬ 
larly, after slavery was 
abolished here in 1794, 
those who had escaped 
slavery followed the 
North Star across Niagara 
and began to settle in this 
area, calling it home. 
Robert Land, the Quak¬ 
ers, the plain-clothed 
pacifists, and escaped 
slaves are just a few 
examples of people who 
have sought Fort Erie and 
the Niagara region as a 
place of refuge. They each 
have a place in the history 
of the refugee highway 
that passes through Fort 
Erie and provide die first 
stepping-stones for a bor¬ 
der that continues to pro¬ 
vide hope to many from 
around the world who are 
seeking refuge. 

The definition of 


refugee has changed 
many times since that first 
known crossing in the late 
1700s and today it is 
defined by the United 
Nations as someone who, 
owing to a fear of being 
persecuted for things such 
as race, religion, national¬ 
ity, membership in a par¬ 
ticular social group, or 
political opinion, is out¬ 
side of the country of their 
nationality, and is unable 
to or unwilling to avail 
themselves of the protec¬ 
tion of a country due to 
such fears. This definition 
applies to those whom 
have sought safety at the 
doorsteps of Fort Erie in 
the past, and for those 
who continue to arrive 
here each year. 

Persecution comes in 
many forms, as do the 
types of people who to 
come to our border each 
year seeking safety and a 
chance to start again. On 
average, the Welcome 
Centre at the Peace 
Bridge sees 1600 people 
seeking refugee status in 
Canada. Many of these 
people are doctors, law¬ 
yers, government repre¬ 
sentatives, chefs, entre¬ 
preneurs, educators, 
ministers - people just 
like us. Not all will win 
their hearings that deter¬ 
mine who is or is not a 
refugee, not all should — 
but many seeking refuge 
often say that there is no 
better place than Fort 
Erie to begin that journey.

Propagation Ban and 
Sampling of Plants 
Susceptible to Plum Pox Virus 


Between May and October 2015, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) will be inspecting selected rural and residential properties in 
the Niagara Region, to sample susceptible trees for the Plum Pox Virus 
and/or to verify compliance with the propagation ban that is in place. 
This means that property owners may see CFIA inspectors on their 
property. 

The Niagara Region is currently under federal quarantine. Regulations 
are in place to prevent the spread of plum pox virus outside of the 
quarantine area. Plum Pox Virus is a serious plant disease that threatens 
Canada’s stone fruit industry. It does not affect human or animal 
health. 

Plants that are susceptible to the virus include apricot, nectarine, 
peach and, plum trees, and some ornamental shrubs such as purpleleaf 
sandcherry. 

A ban on propagation is in place. This ban prohibits anyone in the 
Niagara quarantine area from producing trees and plants that are 
susceptible to the virus. This includes producing trees and plants from 
seed, cuttings, grafting or any other method.
